From  the  above  figures  it  will  he  seen  that  about  half  of  the 
deaths  are  due  to  causes  operating  before  or  at  birth.  This  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  the  antenatal  care  and  supervision  of  expectant  mothers. 

In  the  misadventure  class  two  deaths  were  due  to  inhalation  of  stomach 
contents  which  had  been  vomited..  This  type  of  accident,  which  fortunately 
is  not  very  common,  can  be  obviated  by  laying  a baby  on  its  side  after 
feeding.

Comments  on  the  Statistics. 


Population.  During-  the  war  years  the  estimated  population  remained 
fairly  stationary  around  23,000,  hut  in  194 6,  with  the  release  of 
service  personnel  and  the  resumption  of  normal  population  movements, 
the  estimates  started  to  rise  and  have  continued  to  do  so,  * 

When  we  consider  the  geographical  situation  of  the  District 
it  seems  unlikely  that  the  rise  has  reached  its  limits.  The  parishes 
around  Ipswich,  Felixstowe  and  Woodhridge  will  probably  continue  to  act 
as  dormitories  with  a consequent  more  rapid  rise  in  population. 

ir th  Rate  . Since  the  peak  years  of  I947  when  the  Live  Birth  Rate  rose 
to  the  record  height  of  19.17  per  1,000  population,  there  has  been  a 
tendancy  for  the  Birth  Rate  to  decline  in  parallel  with  the  Birth  Rate 
of  the  whole  country.  The  level  of  15,5  per  1,000  copulation  is 
satisfactory. 


Ra|e_.  During  the  past  10  years  the  Death  Rato  has  maintained  a 
fairly  steady  level,  only  fluctuating  between  approximately  10  and 
13  per  1,000  population.  This  rate  has  kept  fairly  level  with 
the  General  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  country,  although  the  present 
level  of  12.6  deaths  por  1,000  population  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 


Be  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  is 
responsible  for  the  services  listed  in  Part  III  of  the  National 
He alt a Service  Act,  I946.  In  addition,  the  administration  of  the 
School  Health  Service  is  a County  responsibility. 


The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  and  specialist 
xacilities  is  under  the  care  of  the  Regional'  Hospital  Board. 

The  local  arrangements  arc  more  or  less  as  before. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  for  bacteriological 
examinations  at  the  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory,  Ipswich,  and

POTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


The  total  number  of  eases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  was  rather  higher  than  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  This 
increase  was  due  mainly  to  the  biennial  fluctuation  in  measles,  of  which 
there  were  51.5  cases  reported  as  compared  with  195  the  previous  year. 

~^s  -i11  seen  from  the  Table  the  measles  outbreak  was  practically 
confined  to  the  winter  and  early  spring  and  stopped  somewhat  abruptly  with 
the  advent  of  summer.  Pneumonia  kept  a more  or  loss  parallel  course  with 
measles  but  m the  ease  of  "/hooping  Cough  the. accent  fell  on  the  autumn 
and  early  winter. 


Poliomyelitis  was  diagnosed  in  only  one  casd  during'  the  year.  This 
was  a young  Serviceman  who  had  shortly  before  the  onset  of  his  illness  been 
posted  to  a unit  111  the  District.  He  was  promptly  admitted  to  hospital  and 
died  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  within  throe  days. 

Taken  all  together  the  infectious  disease  during  the  year  was  not  of 
a severe  oypo  nor  were  the  outbreaks  of  long  duration.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  carried  out  in  Infant 
.elfare  Centres  and  Schools  throughout  the  year.  The  percentage  of  all 
children  immunised  in  the  district  was  62.4  which  is  a fairly  satisfactory 
level.  It  must  he  noted  however  that  when  the  various  age  groups  are 
examined  there  is  less  reason  for  satisfaction.  In  the  pre-school  group 
of  children  (from  "birth  to  4 years)  we  only  immunised  in  I95O  less  than 
_alf  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  with  a consequent  fall  in  the 
percentage  protected  from  57-36  to  48. 3„  One  of  the  main  reasons  for  the 
~ aH  ls  undoubtedly  the  fear  of  poliomyelitis  infection  about  which 
certain  sections  of  the  press  have  tended  to  raise  alarm. 

Briefly  the  position  is  that  when  in  a district  there  are 
numerous  cases  of  poliomyelitis  and  the  infection  is  definitely  active  in 
o_e  community,  it  has  been  found  that  operations,  injections  and  injuries 
generally  have  in  a small  proportion  of  cases  been  associated  with  the 
onse  t, . 0^.  disease.  It  has  -therefore  been  considered  expedient,  only  when 
a poliomyelitis  epidemic  is  actually  active  locally,  to  defer  as  many 
operations  and  in jections  as  is  convenient  until  the  position  is  clear. 
a_ere  is  no  evidence,  outside  the  above  conditions,  that  immunisation 
boars  any  relationship  to  poliomyelitis.

F.  REFUSE  AND  SET/AGE  DISPOSAL

1.  The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  has  maintained  its  .standards 
of  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  Of  the  6 5 parishes  in  the  District,.  37  receive  a piped  water 
supply  (see  table  of  distribution).  Under  the  North  East  Area  Scheme 

a piped  supply  to  the  following  parishes  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
1951 9 Buckles ham,  Palkenham,  Hemley,  Kirton,  Levington,  Martlcsham  and 
Waldringf ield. 


3.  The  public  supply  is  provided  mainly  by  the  Deben  R.D.C. 
Waterworks,  but  the  Felixstowe  Water  Company,  the  Ipswich  Waterworks 
and  the  Woodbridge : and  District  Waterworks  supply  certain  parishes  in 
their  proximity.  Part  of  the  parish  of  Nowbourno  has  its  own  supply  by 
the  Land  Settlement  Association, 

4.  During  the  year  93  extensions  were  made  direct  to  houses, 

20  standpipes  were  installed  and  36  premises  were  supplied  by  Meter. 

5.  No  evidence  was  found  of  contamination  of  the  piped  water  supply 
The  quality  of  the  water  is  good.  It  is  however  extremely  hard  and  has 
an  appreciable  iron  content  which  from  both  the  commercial  and  domestic 
points  of  view  is  a disadvantage  and  extremely  uneconomical.  Groat 
improvement  in  this  feature  could  bo  effected  by  suitable  treatment. 
There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbosolvont  action.  Samples  from  wells  and 
private  bores  have  been  examined  for  bacteriological  contamination  with 
the  following  results s-

Well  Water  Cyanosis  of  Inf ants 

The  quality  of  well  water  varies  greatly  between  individual 
wells.  Not  only  is  the  bacterial  content  of  the  water  very  variable,  but 
the  amount  and  types  of  minerals  in  solution  also  shows  great  variation. 

Among  the  minerals  to  be  found  in  well  water  from  time  to  time 
are  pfitrites  and  Nitrates.  These  are  usually  the  products  of  decomposition 
of  organic  material  which  has  gained  access  to  the  water,  nitrites  being 
an  earlier,  and  nitrates  being  a later  stage  in  the  breakdown. 


These  chemicals  are  mainly  useful  as  indicators  of  recent  or 
more  remote  organic  pollution,  and  in  small  quantities  have  been  regarded 
as  being  themselves  in  no  way  injurious  to  health. 

Attention  has,  however,  been  directed  recently,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad  to  a condition  called  "well  water  cyanosis",  or 
mothaemoglobinaemia,  in  which  the  blood  in  very  young  infants  is  altered 
in  such  a way  that  life  is  endangered.  This  condition  is  due  to  the 
infant  absorbing  nitrate  from  water  in  its  feeds.  This  only  happens  in 
very  young  infants  and  to  produce  the  effect  the  amount  of  filtrate  in 
the  wa.ter  must  be  fairly  hi^h. 

During  the  year  a case  of  well  water  cyanosis  was  discovered 
in  the  district.  The  infant  was  treated  in  hospital  and  recovered,  but 
could  not  be  sent  home  until  a suitable  supply  of  water  could  be 
arranged.  This  was  done  by  arranging  for  the  childs  mother  to  have 
daily  access  to  a mains  supply,  until  such  time  as  the  child  was  old 
enough  to  be  out  of  danger. 
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ACTION  UNDER  VARIOUS  ACTS  MD  REGULATIONS 


Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 » 

During  1950  I received  from  the  Pood  & Drugs  Authority 
information  indicating  that  milk  retailed  by  certain  dairies 
contained  the  germs  of  diseases  which  might  he  communicated  to 
man.  In  accordance  with  the  above  regulations  an  order  was 
issued  to  each  purveyor  concerned  requiring  that  all  milk  retailed 
for  human  consumption  should  he  heat  treated  to  render  it  safe 
before  being  sold. 

Of  the  .nine  cases  "of  infected  milk  notified,  four  \7ere 
infected  with  the  germs  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  remainder  with  the 
germs  of  undulant  fever. 

At  the  same  time  as  the  order  was  issued,  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Veterinary  Inspector  and  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  were  notified  for  such  action  as  they  considered  appropriate. 

Subsequent  retests  of  the  infected  raw  milks  indicated 
that  in  two  cases  the  infection  hed  been  removed  and  the  order  was 
accordingly  withdrawn.
